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INTRODUCTION 

O  record  has  yet  been  found  of  the  time  the  Sipp 
family  came  to  this  country,  where  they  landed,  or 
whence  they  came.  Search  has  been  made  but 
nothing-  revealed.  There  has  been  no  dearth  of 
tradition  and  positive  statements  on  these  points 
however,  different  branches  of  the  same  line  ac'vo- 
cating  widely  divergent  theories.  An  oft  recurring 
statement  is  that  the  Sapps  are  of  Scotch-Irish  origm,  another 
bring-s  them  from  England,  and  others  are  equally  positive  that 
Holland  is  the  soil  from  which  they  spring.  It  is,  however,  rather 
generally  recognized  that  there  is  a  great  physical  resemblance  be- 
tween the  members  of  the  different  branches  and  doubtless  more 
extended  search,  through  the  county  records  of  all  "the  states  in 
which  they  appear,  will  confirm  in  time  the  ideas  of  the  editors  of 
this  work  that  all  are  descended  from  a  single  ancestor  who  appear- 
ed in  the  early  history  of  Amerka. 

However,  while  we  have  foxnd  nothing  definite  as  to  the  coun- 
try from  which  the  Sapps  cam*,  a  study  of  the  nam.es  leads  to  a 
strong  conclusion  that  they  came  from  England.  The  names,  wii!i- 
out  exception,  are  of  English  origin  and  do  not  show  even  a  crace 
<of  the  Dutch  and  but  a  very  little  of  the  Scotch-Irish.  It  may  be 
that  originally  the  family  came  from  Holland  to  England  daring 
the  religious  persecutions  and  tl'at  a  few  generations  in  Englar.d 
sufficed  to  remove  all  the  Dutch  characteristics.  Likewise  it  is 
barely  possible  that  they  may  ha'ire  been  originally  English  and  dur- 
ing the  Dissenter  troubles  in  Ergland  have  moved  to  Scotland  and 
Ireland  and  thence  to  America.  Some  who  claim  to  hive  inves- 
tigated the  matter  thoroughly  seem  to  find  satisfaction  in  one 
origin,  others  in  another.  We  say,  frankly,  we  do  not  know. 

But  whatever  their  origin  tie  Sapps  have  been  and  are  a  peo- 
ple respected  for  their  absolutt  honesty  and  uprightness.  They 
are  not  well  educated,  as  a  rule,  and  not  mentally  brilliant.  Very 
few  of  them  have  ever  attained  prominence  in  the  councils  of  the 
state  or  nation,  although  there  are  some  notable  exceptions,  but 
they  are  men  and  women  wh<^  bear  the  responsibilities  of  good 
citizenship  as  nobly  as  the  best. 

They  are,  however,  quite  rrligious,  although  their  creeds  vary 
in  the  different  lines.  Certain  lines  are  Catholic,  others  Baptist, 
still  others  Methodist,  but  \'er\-  »eldom  do  we  find  one  v»iio  pndes 
himself  on  irreligion  or  disbelief 

In  the  matter  of  politics  rtports  indicate  that  they  hang  to- 
gether better  here  than  any  where  else.    They  may  have  come  from 
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difterent  countries  or  they  may  belong  to  different  churches  but 
with  a  ICAV  exceptions,  they  are  all  Democrats. 

The  definite  verifiable  history  of  the  Sapp  family  in  its  difter- 
ent branches  begins  about  17G5  to  1775.  From  that  time  down  the 
lines  are  definitely  traceable  and  errors  that  appear  are  due  to  a  fail- 
ure of  memory-  or  a  date  entered  wrongly.  Previous  to  this  time, 
however,  all  the  connected  history  of  the  family  is  assumed.  Facts 
on  record  such  as  wills,  deeds,  land  grants,  marriage  licenses,  etc., 
stand  out  alone  and  serve  only  to  guide  the  searcher  after  truth  in 
breaking  new  paths  from  one  to  another,  and  who  shall  say  these 
paths  are  not  correctly  laid  out?  Given  certain  facts  as  premises, 
if  we  follow  them  logically  who  shall  say  our  conclusion  is  wrong 
until  he  has  facts  that  shall  contradict  it? 

It  is  purely  tradition  as  yet,  that  John  Sapp  came  over  from 
England  vs-ith  Lord  Calvert  in  his  second  or  third  ship  load  of  im- 
migrants in  1650,  but  we  have  seen  fit  to  assume  it  as  a  fact  as  it 
fits  in  well  with  what  we  know  of  the  family.  We  must  account 
for  Sapps  in  different  sections  of  the  country  as  early  at  1776  and 
we  must  account  for  two  Sapps  appearing  on  records  as  early  as 
1743.  We  stand  willing  to  be  corrected,  but  until  some  one  can 
adduce  proof  against  us  or  offer  a  more  feasible  theory,  we  are 
willing  to  accept  this  one  we  have  assumed. 

John  Sapp  then  came  to  this  country  from  England  about  1650 
and  settled  in  Maryland.  We  hear  of  three  sons  of  John — Frederick 
and  William  and  John.  Frederick,  industrious,  went  to  New  York 
to  engage  in  the  trade  of  a  cooper.  William  being  more  restless, 
went  across  the  mountains  and  drifted  down  the  Ohio  and  Mis- 
sissippi Rivers  to  New  Orleans,  where  he  settled.  Of  the  descend- 
ants of  William  we  have  no  knowledge.  John,  third  son  of  John, 
remained  in  eastern  Maryland  and  from  him  is  sprung  m.ost  of  the 
Sapps  in  this  volume. 

Frederick  has  a  son,  Charles,  who  went  to  North  Carolina  and 
from  him  are  doubtless  sprung  most  of  the  southern  Sapps.  His 
immediate  family  does  not  appear,  however,  and  this  line  \vc  shall 
drop  until  it  reappears  about  ISOO. 

John  Jr.,  youngest  son  of  John,  the  immigrant,  had  sevcal  chil- 
dren, doubtless.  From  the  records  of  Delaware  we  find  Henry  Sapp 
and  John  Sapp  in  that  vicinity  about  1733  and  we  assume  a  brother 
George  to  connect  the  Maryland  lines  with  the  original  immigrant. 

The  remainder  of  this  Introduction  will  be  taken  up  with  rec- 
ords of  deeds,  wills,  etc.,  as  collected  from  Delaware  and  Marylai-d. 
In  most  instances  the  subjects  are  unidentified  with  the  lines  we 
have  and  they  must  be  considered  as  descendants  of  the  lines  we 
cannot  trace. 

The  first  record  of  the  name  of  Sapp  in  America  is  that  cf 
Henry  Sapp  in  the  following  deed :

ated and  make  return  thereof  unto  the  Secretary's  ofl'ice,  for  confirmation: 
for  which  this  shall  be  your  sufficient  warrant.  Given  under  my  hand  and 
the  Seal  of  the  Land  Office  by  virtue  of  certain  powers  from  the  said  pro- 
prietors, at  Philadelphia,  this  twenty-first  day  of  February,  Seventeen.  Hun- 
dred and  Forty  Three-Four.

The  Records  of  Allegheny  County,  Md.,  also  show  the  name 
of  Sapp  in  several  instances  and  these  can  be  located  in  line  "A". 
The  land  records  show  the  name  as  grantor  or  grantee  of  Jacob 
Sapp  in  1792,  Frederick,  in  ISOO  and  George  Sapp  in  1807.  The 
marriage  records  of  that  county  show  license  issued  in  1790  tc 
Daniel  Sapp. 

In  the  early  day  the  Sapps  were  evidently  very  peaceably  in- 
clined or  else  there  were  very  few  of  them.  We  have  the  rec- 
ord of  only  three  in  the  Revolution.  On  the  Muster  roll  of  the  Reg- 
ular Mar^-land  troops  in  service.  Col.  \Vm.  Smallwood,  Capt.  Patrick 
Sims,  we  find  Robert  Sapp,  as  private,  enlisted.  May  12,  1876,  men- 
tioned again,  April  16,  1777,  deserted,  brought  before  court  martial 
and  committed  to  jail  May  7,  1778.  The  second  is  Shadrack  Sapp, 
a  private  drafted  ^lay  5,  1781,  in  the  Kent  County,  Delev/are  re- 
cruits. A  small  taste  of  army  life  evidently  was  agreeable,  for  on 
August  27th,  1781,  he  enlisted  for  three  years  in  Third  Regiment 
Company  6. 

Joseph  Sapp,  ancestor  of  line  "B"  was  in  the  Revolution,  honor- 
ably serving  with  the  Delaware  Blues,  and  we  find  that  he  drew 
an  annual  pension  of  $60  per  year,  having  drawn  it  for  six  years 
prior  to  1835.

We  also  find  Dr.  J.  M.  Sapp  at 
Clawson,  Tex.  Dr.  Sapp  wrote  us  one 
letter  and  said  ho  could  tell  us  every- 
thing we  wanted  to  know  about  the 
southern  Sapps  and  since  that  time 
we  have  been  unable  to  get  word  from 
him  in  any  way,  shape  or  form.  He 
is  probably  deceased. 

From  R.  G.  Dunn  &  Co.,  of  1891,  we 
find  a  Eugene  Sapp  at  Sciota,  111. 
He  may  be  included  in  the  body  of 
this  work  but  I  do  not  locate  him. 

A  long  newspaper  clipping  speaks 
of  the  heroism  of  I.  C.  Sapp  of  West- 
erville,  Ohio,  in  which  he  saved  the 
life  of  Dr.  Whitney,  representative 
from  Franklin  County.  Mr.  Sapp  was 
awarded  a  modal  and  $2,100  by  the 
Carnegie  commission  for  his  bravery. 
We  tried  to  get  in  touch  with  Mr. 
Sapp  but  have  been  unable  to  get  any 
replies   to  our  letters. 

Newspaper  clippings  speak  of  a 
miner,  John  Sapp,  employed  near 
Rawlins,  Wyo.,  but  we  know  nothing 
further  of  him. 

One  of  the  best  known  of  the  un- 
connected Sapps  was  ex-mayor  Dnuiel 
Sapp  of  Pekin,  111.  He  was  born  May 
18,  1842  and  died  July  21,  1?03.  Mr. 
Sapp  was  born  in  Fleming  County, 
Ky.,  but  knew  absolutely  nothing  as  to 
his  ancestery.  His  parents  died  v>'hen 
he  was  a  small  child.  Mr.  Sapp  start- 
ed life  farming  and  throughout  the 
major  part  of  his  life  was  very  much 
interested  in  horse  breeding,  being 
known  all  over  Illinois  and  Kentucky 
to  horsemen.  He  was  a  Democrat  in 
politics  and  served  in  various  county 
offices  for  many  years  and  was  elect- 
ed twice  mayor  of  Pekin.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Commandry  and  S.hrine 
of  Peoria  and  was  very  active  in  Ma- 
sonic work.
